Asa practising lawyer withthe Day Wuson Campbell firm, inaddinonto 
orbviding legal advice and counsel to kis chents, he was counsel to the 
Royal Commission of Inquiry into Cwil kights. That Commission's 
finalreport defined for the first time the rights of individuals 

ted by decisions of administratwe tribunals, and set basic 
procedural standards foradministrarwe bodies The workof the 
Commission shaped the development of administrative lawnot 
only in Ontarw bur throughout Canada. 

Appointed to theHigh Courtof Justia m 1973, his demonstrated ability 
and legal scholarship saw him elevated to the Court of Appeal for 
Ontario in1978, and appotnment as the Assounte Chief Justice of 
Srncrie he appa iis appreciacion for the Comple4se4 ind subtle
